NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3''‘* April ,2017 

G.S.R. 328(E). — Whereas the draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Rules, 1945 was published as required hy sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940) in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, 
Suh-section (i), dated the 2"‘^ Fehruary, 2017 vide notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare, number G.S.R. 101(E), dated the 2"*^ February, 
2017 for inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the date on which copies of the Official 
Gazette containing the said notification was made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 2"‘^ 
February, 2017; 

And, whereas, objections and suggestions received from the public on the said rules 
have been considered by the Central Government. 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred hy sections 12 and 33 of the said 
Act, the Central Government, after consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, 
namely;- 

1. (1) These rules may he called Drugs and Cosmetics (Eighth Amendment) Rules, 2017. 
(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, (hereinafter referred to as the said mles) in 
rule 122 P, after item (xiii), the following items shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(xiv) The whole human blood and blood components may be transferred, under 
prescribed storage conditions, to another blood bank which have facilities to store 
and monitor blood distribution. 

(xv) The recipient blood banks shall not further transfer units obtained from 
another blood bank except to another blood storage centre or a patient.” 

3. In the said mles, in Schedule F, in Part XII B under the heading “IT BLOOD 
DONATION CAMPS”, after item (c), the following items shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(d) a licensed blood bank mn by registered voluntary or charitable organization 
recognised by State or Union territory Blood Transfusion Council; or 
(e) a private hospital blood bank.” 

4. In Schedule K to the said mles, in item 5(B), under the column relating to extent and 
conditions of exemption, condition (2) shall be omitted.
